In addition, four and one-half miles 
of main canal were constructed; 37 
miles of lateral canals; 3.6 miles of 
drainage ditch, and 23.2 miles. of 
dykes and border ditches. 

In all, 146 major projects were 
undertaken: by the conservation and 
‘|\development branch said Mr. Nollet. 
They included land reclamation and 
development schemes designed to in- 
crease the production of winter feed 
under both dry land farming and ir- 
rigation. 

Smaller projects were for weed 
eradication, seeding of roadsides, live- 
st6ck improvement programs and 
forage crop demonstration plans. 

One drainage scheme was complet- 
ed in 1949 and a land reclamation 
project begun in the rural munici- 
pality of Pinto Creek, where thous- 
ands of trees wilt be planted in 1950 
under direction of the Dominion 
nursery station, Indian Head.

Plant Produces All Types Of Salt 


REGINA. — A new. and modern, addition to the industries of 
northern Saskatchewan is a $1,000,000 sodium chloride plant near 
Unity, 337 miles northwest of Regina. Employing 35 men, it is the 
only industry ‘of its kind in the province. All types of salt, includ- 
ing fine grain for table use, high-quality for meat packing, and 
salt in both loose form and compressed blocks for livestock feed- 
ing, are manufactured. 


Owned by the Dominion Tar and 
Chemical .Co. Ltd., the plant is the 
fourth of its kind to be constructed 
in western Canada. Pioneers in de- 
veloping new sites, the company con- 
structed the first salt plant .in west- 
ern Canada at Waterways, Alta. 

The Unity plant; which produces 
125 tons of salt per day, obtains its 
power from the natural gas fields in 
the vicinity. Its operation requires 
more gas than is used by the remain- 
der of the town which has a popula~ 
tion of over’.1,000.
